Of course, it is 
generally understood that Germany is 
the povvpr in question, but there is 
nothing official to show that she is. 
It is not known whether or not Lord 
Salisbury had aslced for an explana- 
tion of Emperor William's attitude, or, 
if he has done so, whether 
any ex- 


planation has been vouchsafed him. 


At any rate. Emperor William is not 


alone in German sentiment, so far as 
can be learned fom tfife newspapers, 
against war. To declare war. though 
it be merely defensive, the emperor 
must have the consent of the bundes- 
rath, and it is believed that the com- 
mercial and colonial interests would 
exert all their influence to prevent a 
declaration of war against Great Brit- 
ain. Such a war would undoubtedly be 
disastrous to those interests, and no one 
is quicker to see this than the Germans 
themselves. It will, therefore, devolve 
on the British government to declare 
war, and it can be stated that scarcely 
anyone believes it will do so. 


There can, however, be no denia 


made of the fact that England is put- 
ting herself in a condition of preparec 
readiness for any emergency that may- 
arise. Popular opinion kupports thi 
policy, and would support war shoul< 
it be necessary to preserve

When Samuel Lord died two months 
go he left millions of wealth, and DOW 
oog lingers are reaching out, aa they 
lave done BO many tiuiee before when 
men of millions died, and there are ID ut- 
eri nga in the courts and signs of a 
.ocking of the lawyers and other un- 
ileasant accompaniments of a great will 
on test.

His father, Samuel Lord, senior, the 


ounder of the firm of Lord & Taylor, 
died in Paris some yean ago, leaving 
an estate valued at §14,000,000. To his 
hree sons, John T. Lord, George W. X. 
.iord and Samuel Lord, junior, he con- 
ided the business, and they added to 
IB strength and influence. 


Samuel, the third son, was brought up 
a the business from a boy, was made a 
partner in 1870, and when his brothers 
narried and moved to Europe, John to 
jondon and George to the Oontinent, 
IB naturally became the head of the 
irm and the member most active in 
business. 
In 1372 ho married Mitts 


Minnie Adele Ortou, daughter of James 
). Orton, President of the Second Na- 
jonal Bank of Newark, by whom he hud 
our daughters. He built a magnificent 
eeideoce on Centre street, Orange, and 
here lived in luxury. 
The gothic palace is to-day one of the 
bow places of Orange. It stands in the 
midst of spacious grounds, well back 
rom the street, with evergreens and 
ither trees oi mellow age shutting it 
partly out of view. The furnishigs are 
as rich as those of an eastern prince 
might be. Priceless canvases hang up- 
on the wall, rich tapestries and works of 
ilastic art adorn the spacious rooms. 
AT. Lord himself is remembered by the 
eaidents as a showy appearing man, a 
commuter who always attracted alien- 


ion. 
In the city he was known us a 


man about to»n. For years ho travelled 
with a body gnard, Jameci II. Prior, 
iow a confidential man of Thomas C. 
Platt. 
Mr. Lord began to break down in 1890 


and in 1892 ho gave up bumnoss cntiro-

dangerous. Exposed to its full force 
a man is liable to be killed in an in- 
slaut. If a wire carrying such a cur- 
rent should be broken and the end fall 
on a person so situated as to complete 
the circuit to the earth, the effect 
would probably be fatal.

Three Men Jump Overboard and Are 


Drowned, Four are Frozen to Death

•Pour TOWHSESD. Wash., Jan. 13.— 


The British bark Janet Cowan, Capt. 
Thompson, bound from Cape Town, 
Bouth'Africa, to Vancouver, 1!. C., was 
-wrecked on December 31 last near 
Ca-manah, on the west coast of Van- 
couver island. The second mate and 
two sailors jumped overboard when 
the vessel struck upon the rocks and 
were drowned, and the brave old skip- 
per, together with three of his crew, 
•were frozen to death while endeavor- 
ing to find shelter on the rocky shore 


The Janet Cowan was a Clyde-built 


•vessel owned by Shakland & Co.. and 
valued at 8127,0(10. She left Cape Town 
September 11, for Vancouver, under 
charter to load lumber for a South 
African port. Her voyage was un- 
eventful until December 30, when she 
rounded Cape Flattery and encoun- 
tered 0. heavy gale which drove her 
seaward 
A succession of adverse 


•winds forced the unfortunate ship to- 
ward the dreaded west coast of Van- 
couver island and despite all efforts on 
the part of the crew, she struck a reef 
about 
1'J miles west of 
Carmanah 


lighthouse on the night of December 
31 
Directly the vessel grounded See- 


' end Mate Howell and two of the crew 


jumped overboard and perished. 


As soon as it became apparent that 


the ship was doomed, the men set 
about to reach the shore, an extremely 
difli'-ult task on account of the terri- 
ble surf. 
Finally, after several at- 


tempts a sailor named Chamberlain 
succeeded in swimmg ashore with a 
rope a'ld later on a breeches buoy was 
rigged upon which the remainder of 
the"cre«- reached the beach in safety. 


The men were almost entirely nude 


and the weather was bitterly cold. 
The landing was effected at the bot- 
tom of a snow-covered cliff, over the 
top of which lay the only means of 
escape. A sailor scaled the cliff and 
by means of a rope his companions 
followed him to the tableland above. 
Here a telegraph line was found and 
the party Mivided, half following the 
wire in either direction. 


The little band who faced westward 


soon encountered a river which barred 
further progress in that direction. Re- 
tracing their steps, they followed 'the 
pole line eastward until they discovered 
the bodies of Capt. Thompson and 
three sailors frozen stiff and almost 
covered with snow. Fearing a similar 
fate the famished and half-frozen sea- 
men once more headed for their vessel. 
On reaching the cliff they found the 
sea much calmer and securing a life- 
boat which had drifted ashore, the 
partv returned to the ship. Whiie at- 
tempting to prevent the sailors from 
pillaging the captain's cabin the first

The present generation of fashion- 


eble women have been trained to sit a 
horse from the time they could be 
mounted with safety. Their education 
in the riding academy hus been quite 
n& thorough as in the gymnasium, the 
eonser\atory or in the vital study of 
social ethics. They are as proud of 
their ability to distinguish a thorough- 
bred horse or hound—and they have the 
nbility—as they are of their knowledge 
of old pictures and good musk1. 


Undoubtedly hunting, in the Eng- 


lish sense of following the hounds, out- 
ranks all other outdoor sports for wom- 
en us well as men. The mental cheer 
and physical exhilaration that comes 
•with a run with the hounds over a fine

Page, daughter of J. Seaver Page, of 
the Richmond county club. On more 
than one occasion her straight riding 
has entitled her to the glory of the 
brush or the lesser honor of the pad. 
While up in the Genesee valley Miss 
Fitzhugh and. Miss Kane bid fair to 
outrank even English sportswomen in 
the remarkable coolness and pluck they 
manifest in a difficult cross-country 
run. 


Now that American women have 


actually gone in for riding as a legiti- 
mate pleasure, it is not enough that 
they understand the good points in 
horseflesh as well as any jcfkey, nor 
that they are as well posted in eques- 
trian etiquette as an accomplished rid- 
ing-master; they must need compre- 
hend every intricacy in the manufac- 
ture of saddle and bridle, and are no 
longer willing to trust their safety to 
the care of the hostler or the watchful- 
ness of Providence. 


Mme. Ouerra, of Paris, has done much 


to lighten the responsibility of the 
hostler at least, by the recent inven- 
tion she has Just patented. It is an 
improvement in the side saddle that 
affords on opportunity of tightening or 
loosening the girth and regulating the 
stirrup without dismounting. 


No doubt, the fatigue of a rough 


steeple-chase is much less when the 
rider is privileged to accurately bal- 
ance his weight; but women who ure in 
the habit of being long in the saddle 
are rapidly learning to appreciate the 
merits of the reversible pommel. The 
immense popularity of this saddle In 
England is, no doubt, partially due to 
its advocacy by the princess of Wales; 
and as she is an expert horsewoman 
her opinion ought to account for some- 
thing. 


In spite of the admiration the reversi- 


ble saddle has excited in northern 
hunting circles, the southern sportn- 
women will have none of it. They

The British bark Janet Cowan, Capt. 
Thompson, bound from Cape Town, 
South'Africa, to Vancouver, It. C., was 
•wrecked on December 31 last near 
Cvmanah. on the west coast ol Van 
coTiver island. The second mate and 
two sailors jumped overboard when 
the vessel struck upon the rocks and 
were drowned, and the brave old skip- 
per, together with three of his crew, 
-were Iro/en to death while endeavor- 
ing to find shelter on the rocky shore 


The Janet Cowan was a Clyde-bull 


•vessel, owned by Shakland & Co., and 
valued at 8127,000. She left Cape Town 
September 11, for Vancouver, unde 
charter to load lumber for a South 
African port. Her voyage was un 
eventful until December 3d, when sh 
rounded Cape Flattery and encoun- 
tered a heavy gale which drove her 
seaward. 
A succession of adverse 


•winds forced the unfortunate ship to- 
ward the dreaded west coast of Van- 
couver island and despite all efforts on 
the part of the crew, she struck a reef 
about \'l miles west of 
Carmanah 


lighthouse on the night of December 
31. Directly the vessel grounded Sec- 


' ond Mate Bowel! and two of the crew 


jumped overboard and perished. 


As soon as it became apparent that 


the ship was doomed, the men set 
about to reach the shore, an extremely 
difiicult task on account of the terri- 
ble surf. 
Finally, after several at- 


tempts a sailor named Chamberlain 
sueceeded in swiming ashore with a 
rope and later on a breeches buoy was 
rigged upon which the remainder of 
the crew reached the beach in safety. 


The men were almost entirely nude 


ana the weather was bitterly cold. 
The landing was effected at the bot- 
tom of a snow-covered cliff, over the 
top of which lay the only means of 
escape. A sailor scaled the cliff and 
by means of a rope his companions 
followed him to the tableland above. 
Here a telegraph line was found and 
the party Mivided, half following the 
wire in either direction. 


The little band who faced westward 


•oon encountered a river which barred 
further progress in that direction. Re- 
tracing their steps, they followed the 
pole line eastward until they discovered 
the bodies of Capt. Thompson and 
three sailors frozen stiff and almost 
covered with snow. Fearing a similar 
fate, the famished and half-frozen sea- 
men once more headed for their vessel. 
On reaching the cliff they found the 
sea much calmer and securing a life- 
boat which had drifted ashore, the 
party returned to the ship.

Tlie court concluded with 
general instructions as to powers of the 
foreman and the duties of jurymen in a 
general way.
